As soon as they reached the gate of thelbuiMing, two 
miscreants attempted to snatch the cash box containing, 
Rs 2,22 291 40. Shri Jai Ram resisted and hfld on to the 
box. Oiw of the miscreants at this stage fired g pistol at 
chest of Shri Jai Ram. The first robber picked up the cash 
box and tried to run way. Shri Munshi Lai Verma attack- * 
the robbers with the lighted petromax but they managed to 
reach the spot where their scooter was parked, A third 
accomplice who was waiting, tried to start the scooter But 
miraculously the scooter fell down and the robbers fell under 
it Taking advantage of this opportunity Shri Mumhi I a! 
Verma rained blows on them with his petromax; recovered th* 
cash box and returned to the Head Post Office. In the mean¬ 
time Shri Tn i Ram succumbed to his injuries. 


Shri Jai Ram thus displayed indomitable courage and ex¬ 
treme devotion to dutv irr his attempt to save* Government 
money at the cost of his o\yn life.

Cantaip Hordrv Singh was the* Company Commander of a 
M^hnnised Comnanv in the operations acainst terrorists in 
Pnniab On the nizht of the 5 + h/6th June, 1984. hfo company 
was tasked to support infantry action in flushing out the 
terrorists from a well fortified hideout. As his Armoured 
Personnel Carrier entered the building, it was hit bv anti 
tank fire of the terrorists, Capta'n Sardev Wnxh mustered 
manv of his men and leading them personally, joined the 
a^raubirw infantry and was wounded In the process.

1984, during anti-terro¬ 
rist operation. Captain Vinod Kumar Naik was caraying out 
the rlutie* of a platoon commander. He was assigned th© 
tn*k of nrtfurinr a portion of strongly held complex. 
Captain Vmod Kumar Naik tried to blast the gate with the 
help of an RCL gun but the Jeep caught fire due to the 


bursting of a phosphorous bomb lobbed at it by the terrorists. 
Captain Vmod Kumar Naik quickly shifted the point of action 
to another gate where too his platoon came under effective 
small arms fire of the terrorists. He was able to make a 
hole in the gate and in the wall of the complex and there- 

He 
kept inspiring and encouraging his men in spite of heavy fire 
from the terrorists, Unmindful of the danger involved, Captain 
Vinod Kumar Naik led his men in clearing terrorists from 
rcom after room of the building, Because of the exemplary 
courage, valour and outstanding leadership displayed by 
Captain Vinod Kumar Naik in carrying out the dangerous 
task, his unit was able to attain its objective. 

In this action Captain Vinod Kumar Naik displayed 
conspicuous bravery, tremendous initiative, dogged determina¬ 
tion, cool courage, inspiring leadership and devotion to duty 
of an exceptionally high older. 

11. JC-98884 Subedar Karuppan Palath Raman Ravi, 

The Madras Regiment (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 5th June, 1984) 

On the night of the 5th/6th June, 1984, during operation 
'Blue Star’, 26 Madras was tasked to secure the Southern 
Wing of an important building complex. Subedar Karuppan 
Palath Raman Ravi, one of the platoon commanders of ‘B 1 
Company was ordered to lead the operation. He had barely 
pone 5 meters when he was hit by a burst of machine gun 
fire. Unmindful of his serious injury, he continued to lead 
the advance of his platoon. In this process, he was hit by 
a burst of machine gun fire a second time and fell down. 
He managed to crawl to a position from where he could 
return the fire on the terrorists. He partially succeeded in 
silencing the machine gun post which was interfering with 
the advance of his platoon, However, he was hit a third 
time, Subedar K, P, Raman Rnvi*s body was recovered later. 

Tn this action Subedar Karuppan Palath Raman Ravi dis¬ 
placed conspicuous gallantry, cool courage, resolute deter¬ 
mination, tremendous initiative, leadership, devotion to duty 
of an exceptionally high order and made the supreme sacrifice 
in the highest traditions of the Army. 

12. TC-R4441 Subedar Mahavlr Singh Yadav. Parachute 

Regiment (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 5th June, 1984) 

On the night of the 5th/6th June, 1984, Subedar Mahavlr 
Singh Yadav of 1 PARA was the Second-in-Command of 
4 C’ Team group during Operation ‘Blue Star*. The team group 
was ordered to lead the operation and flush out terrorists 
from an Important building complex. The entire complex 
was heav^y fortified and s+ronelv held bv highly motivated 
terrorists His team entered the building through the main 
entrance but came under heavy fire of the terrorists, In whictv 
his Group Commander Major P. C. Katoch was wourided. 
Subedar Mabavir Slneh Yadav personally organised his 
evacuation but in the process, he was hit by a machine gun 
hurst Thsregarding his personal iniurv, he quickly assumed 
eomrmnd of the Team Group Inspired hi* men and personally 
l*d them to r-ccomnHsh the assigned mb si on.

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the aVard : 5th June, 1984) 

On the night of the 5th/6th June, 1984, during anti- 
terrorists operations, 26 Madras was tasked to flush out terro¬ 
rists from a well fortified hide out. The task involved was 
clearing a large number of rooms on the first floor of the^ 
building. Naib Subedar K, George Koehy was the leading 
platoon Commander of X? Company during this operation. 
Due to intense fire of the terrorists, it was not possible to 
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tiso a ladder to reach the first floor. Invito of the great 
hazard he successfully climbed on to the first floor of the 
building in the face of heavy fire of automatic weapons 
Immediately on reaching the first floor, his platoon com¬ 
menced mopping up operations, He cleared two bunkers 
and rushed towards the third one. While he uus in the 
process of clearing this bunker, he was hit by a machine gun 
burst and seriously wounded Realising that any halt at this 
riage would reduce the momentum of the operation, he moved 
foiward undaunted and unruffled by the terrorist fire- In 
the process, he was repeatedly hit by machine gun fire and 
succumbed to his injuries before he could be evacuated. 

In this action Naib Subedar K. George Kofihy displayed 
consDicuous gallantry, dogged determination, cool courage, 
exemplary leadership, devotion to duty of an exceptionally 
high order and laid down his life in the highest tiaditions 
of the Army, 

14. 3355827 Havildar Sarwan Singh, Guards 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : Jth June, 1984) 

On the night of the 5th/6th June, 1984, during operation 
‘Blue Star’, Havildar Sarwan Singh was the Section Commander 
of Number 10 Platoon T>* Company^ of 10 Guards. His 
Company was tasked to flush out terrorist from portion of an 
important building complex, The building was heavily forti¬ 
fied and strongly held by terrorists. Op reaching die staircase 
leading into the building complex, Havildar Sarwan Singhs 
section came under very heavy fire of the terrorists. The 
terrorists kept lobbing hand grenades through the ventilators 
making advance extremely difficult. At this stage, Havildar 
Sarwan Singh realised that unless weapons firing from the 
basement were silenced any further advance would not be 
feasible. With total disregard to his personal safety he 
crawlpd to the basement and silenced the automatics which 
were firing from there by lobbing hand grenades inside. In 
this gallant act, Havildar Sarwan Singh was hit by a burst 
of machine gun fire frt>m the basement. He thus made the 
supreme sacrifice of laying down his life in accomplishing 
his mission.

Dogra Regiment 

(Effective date of the award : 5th June, 1984) 

On the nicht of the 5th/6th June, 1984, during operation 
'Blue Star*, Havildar Chander Pal Thakur, as Non Commis¬ 
sioned Officer of a Mechanical Transport platoon was ordered 
to as ume the command of a rifle section with the tn c k of 
clenrim? the terrorists from an important building; comnlox. 
The building complex was heavily fortified and sTonglv held 
by the terrorists. They came under vctV heavy and effective 
Arc of the terrorists. In this action he was hit by a machine 
cun burst. Unmindful of bis injury and without caring for 
his tvrsonal safety he crawled up to the machine gun post 
of the terrorists and destroyed it by Jobbing a hand grenade 
inside it.

In this action Havildar Chander Pal Thakur displayed rare 
crura re, croat qualities of leadenfflin, personal bravery and 
laid down hk life in the highest traditions of the Army.

On the 5th Tune 1984 during anti-tprrorisN operation, 
26 Madras wa* assigned the task of ftushfng out the terrorists 
from a web fortified and strontfv held comnlex The build¬ 
ing f’omnlex had hern convert^ into a fortm** hy th<* terro¬ 
rists and everv In eh of the building was covered bv automatic 
weapons ‘TV Company was the Trading company and was 
tnriM tr> secure the route and <rubs r uuentlv to capture the 
w’ouud floor -f a building fn the Southern Winn*. wmffldnr 
Vnroh w MntW was the n Utoon HnvflrW of onr of the 
Platoons of ‘TV Pnmfvmv TV comoanv rnpy* under v^ry 
heavy fl r e from all the directions and finding a route other 


than the main gate became a difficult task. Havildar Varghfs 
Mathew remained always in the lead and maintaining me 
momentum of the advance. Once the Company reached the 
building to secure the Southern Wing, Havildar Varghese 
Mathew with a section moved forward to clear the hunters. 
As he approached a room, he was bit by a machine gun 
burst. A Molotov Cocktail got spread all over his body and 
caught fire. Though he himself was burning furiously, he 
lobbed hand grenades inside the rooms occupied bv the terro¬ 
rists thus killing them on the spot. In the process he himseit 
serious burns. 


In this action Havildar Vapghese Mathew_ displayed cons¬ 
picuous courage, bravery, strong determination, devotion to 
duty and leadership of a high order. 

17. 13610803 paratrooper Jagpal Singh, Parachute 
Regiment 

(Effective date of the award : 5th June, 1984) 

On the night of the 5th/6th June, 1984, during anti-terro¬ 
rists operation in Punjab, Paratrooper Jagpal Singh fprined 
part of ‘C* Team Group and was tasked to capture a portion 
of a building which was heavily fortified and strongly held 
bv the terrorists.' The team group was subjected to very 
high and intense machine gun fire while it was attempting 
to enter the building through the main entrance. Paratrooper 
Inepal Singh was selected as the leading scout. While trying 
to take up a fire position along the route of advance, he was 
suddenly confronted with three terrorists who instantaneously 
fired nt him He quickly covered himself and returned_ the 
fire killing all the three terrorists. Paratrooper Jagpal Singh 
thereafter evacuated serious casualties to a place of safety. 
While hr was +rving to evacuate hip Team Commander Major 
P C Kntoch. h'* was hit by sharpnel in both eyes. Remaining 
unruffled and without caring for his wounds or persona 1 safety, 
he carried his Team Commander for another two hundred 
meters before he finally collapsed due to sheer exhaustion 
and loss of blood.

RESOLUTION 

No. 16/9/85-Cem.—Control over price and distribution 
of cement in the country was imposed with effect from 1st 
January, 1968 in terms of the Cement Control Order, 1967 
issued under Section 18G and 25 of the Industries (Develop¬ 
ment and Regulation) Act, 1951, For carrying out the distri¬ 
bution functions under the Cement Control Order initially 
Cement Corporation of India was designated as the Cement 
Controller to maintain the Cement Regulation Account set 
up under the Cement Control Order. Later on the Joint Secre¬ 
tary in the Ministry of Industry, Department of Industrial 
Development dealing with Cement Industry was appointed as 
the Cement Controller in addition to his normal duties. 
Cement Corporation of India however, continued to maintain 
the Cement Regulation Account and the officers and staff 
employed in the Cement Control Division in the Cement 
Corporation remained functionally under the Cement 
Controller. 
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2. The Central Government, however, decided that the Ce¬ 
ment Control Organisation should be constituted into a se¬ 
parate entity and should not be under the administrative con¬ 
trol of Cement Corporation of India. Accordingly the Cen¬ 
tral Government issued Resolution No. I-16|70-Cem. dated 
the 22nd July, 1976 declaring that the Cement Control Or- 
anisaition was to be constituted into a non-participating Attach¬ 
ed office of the Government of India with effect from the date 
to be notified in the Gazette of India, separately. This date 
was later notified as 1st of January, 1977. 


3. Following introduction of scheme of partial decontrol of 
cement with effect from 28th February, 1982, there has been 
an all round growth of the industry including installation of 
additional installed capacity and increase in production of ce¬ 
ment. In order to ensure that the production of cement does 
not suffer on account of infrastructural constraints like power, 
availability of coal, wagons etc., the role of cement Control¬ 
ler has been substantially enlarged. Cement Controller besides 
discharging the regulatory functions under the Cement Con¬ 
trol Order is also required to look after the following develop¬ 
ment functions
